Dear Bloodsucker, are you really as illogical as everyone says?

Dear Newcomer, I am the most logical person, I know, J will 
prove that to all of you with my baseball scoring system 

For those of you who don't recognize this, it first appeared in issue 
23 of Whitestonia y from 42-34 Saull Street in Flushing, NY, back 
on August 11,1 980, when first class postage was 1 5 cents. Yes, 
it's the first question ever to appear in Kathy's Korner, written by 
Dave Grabar. As for how Kathy's scoring system works, here are 
some examples: BU - Blind Umpire; X - Erased Baserunner; LC - 
Lucky Catch; GFO - Ground Force Out; HH - Hard Hit; CMU - 
Catcher Messed Up; FLO - Fool Lined Out; 9M - Right Fielder 
Missed. (Five years later, I taught Kathy the secret of baseball; 
COUNT THE PITCHES. A couple of years later, Male Smith - a 
Brit who was living in Belgium at the time - figured that since the 
beer vendors were chanting M Ice Cold Beer Here!", that's what he 
had to do to get some, and I swear I heard the crowd behind home 
plate at Shea yelling it at a game the next season. Only Kathy.... 
{Whitestonia references verified by the Berkeley Archives - i.e. a 
few boxes of 'zines in a corner of my bedroom closet.) 



And now for the moment you've all been waiting for - the 




This year's DIPCON was in Lenexa, Kansas, a suburb of Kansas 
City, and a $14 shuttle bus ride from Kansas City Airport (there 
was a free shuttle supplied by the committee, but it was only 
scheduled for the Friday the con started and the Monday after it 
ended, and I flew in on Thursday - by way of Phoenix, as all other 
flights from San Francisco either left too early in the morning, 
arrived at night, or made you fly past Kansas City and then come 
back). 



Before getting to the Dip, I'll slip in a plug for the NCAA 
VISITORS CENTER in Overland Park, at the bottom of the NCAA 
Headquarters building. After paying my $2 fee (there was a free 
pass in the registration pack, but they weren't given out until that 
night - and I wasn't going back as it was a $10 cab ride each way), 
I went in to see.. .a lot of photographs of NCAA championships in 
all of the NCAA-sponsored sports. All of the sports were divided 
into two main rooms, with a smaller room for special displays 
(currently the Division 1 Men's and Women's basketball 
tournaments) and a small theater showing a video every 30 minutes 
(currently "100 Years Of Basketball", although it skips pretty much 
everything from 1940 to 1992). The two main rooms have special 
"mini -rooms" in the middle, where the walls are covered with life- 
size photographs that make it appear as if you were on the field 
just before the opening kickoff of the 1991 Rose Bowl or at center 
court just before the start of the 1991 basketball championship 
game. (The basketball area includes a wooden floor for added 
effect.) 

One word of warning: if you get to the "interactive video 
display" (where you can select a sport from the screen and a brief 
history is displayed), be warned that the videos only cover up to 
1989 or so. 

Anyway, back to Lenexa to meet the hobby bigwigs. 
"There's Allan Calhamer (inventor of Diplomacy).... has Melinda 
shown up yet?.. ..here comes Rex Martin (formerly editor of The 
GENERAL).... any sign of Melinda? ...David Hood. ...Edi 
Birsan . .Cal White ...is that "Pat" from Saturday Night Live? Oh, 
that's Melinda Hoi ley." (Well, now you have some idea what she 
looks like.) 

Onto the first round - only 28 people are here (well, 29, but 
Pete Gaughan decides to bow out of the first round). I reach into 
the box, and pull out - Italy. At least we're using the "new" 
wooden blocks, supplied by Rex Martin, which will be included in 
the "deluxe Dip set". Anyway, it's EF against RT from the start, 
so there's a plot to get Austria to attack Russia - then it becomes 
EF against AT, which is how it ended (a 4-way draw). As the 
players were told that "a win and an elimination beats any two 
draws" and "your best two games count" (translation: "Everybody 



with a win beats everybody without a win"), this did not look good 
for the four survivors, especially as somebody (either Steve Cooley 
or Marc Peters) got a win on another board. 

Day two - the start was moved from the evening to the 
morning, as the Royals game was moved from noon to 7 PM (it 
was going to be a TV game, but CBS changed its mind). Now I'm 
Germany, which is also NOT one of my favorite countries. As I 
usually do, I bang my head against an EF alliance (with help from 
Italy) while the East played its own 2-on-l. This one ended in a 
3 -way draw, but I can't remember who was in it. (I can't seem to 
remember who were in my first two games, except that Allan 
Calhamer and Rex Martin were there somewhere.) 

Just as the baseball types leave, the forewarned heavy 
thunderstorms begin. Needless to say, the game and the fireworks 
are cancelled. Meanwhile, the Dip diehards meet in a seminar on 
publishing which was meant for new publishers, but just about 
everybody there was already publishing. For that matter, there 
were very few novices at the con at all. (I recognize all but five 
of the names on the players' list.) 

Sunday morning at 8 AM - up for the Dipcon Society 
meeting. First order of business: wake Gary Behnen and Steve 
Cooley up. Second order of business: selecting the 1993 site. 
There were three bids: first was Pacificon in San Mateo over Labor 
Day. I made the presentation and passed out the fliers. Second 
was Larry Peery for the Peery Hotel (yes, it exists) in Salt Lake 
City (!). Third was Steve Cooley *s bid for one of the Strategicon 
conventions over Memorial Day. The first vote didn't produce a 
majority, so the least popular bid (the Peery bid, with one vote) 
was thrown out. Despite one of the Pacificon votes mysteriously 
disappearing, it was 7 for San Mateo, 6 for LA - my first "win" 
comes just when it counts. However, Pete's nomination of Gary 
Behnen to join us on the committee fell on deaf ears, as the society 
voted for Marc Peters, the perennial committee member. 

A couple of things came up for discussion: first, my 
proposed charter amendment to suspend site rotation and make all 
regions eligible when DIPCON hosts WORLD DIP CON. The 
consensus was that "the only people who would come anyway don't 
really care in which part of ttie continent it's being held". (I cast 



the only vote in favor.) The other discussion centered around how 
many rounds should be played in a tournament (3 or 4), and 
whether or not a top board should be played. (Steve Cooley 
recommended "Con the Barbarian" rules; if a draw is proposed, the 
players involved redraw their countries, and only if the players 
accept the draw again does it pass - but would a 5-center Italy who 
suddenly became an 1 1 -center France still go for it?). 

David Hood of Diplomacy World has been put in charge of 
getting information together for the new Gamer's Guide to 
Diplomacy and for ma "expanded** rulebook ("expanded" in the 
way the Advamctd Civilisation rulebook consists of a few pages of 
rules and the rest dealing with strategy). 

Round three - although I can't win the tournament, I can 
still do well with a win, and I draw France. Unfortunately, Dan 
Sellers as Germany talks some complete novice as England into 
being his toady, and there's an English Army in Brest in 1901 
while Germany occupies Belgium, Holland, and Denmark. (Me to 
the England player: "Of course he wants three - didn't you notice 
he moved to Ruhr and Kiel instead of Burgundy?" England to me: 
"He what?") Strangely enough, AI become dominant, and it would 
have been an AI draw had England announced "I didn't come here 
to lose" and vetoed every draw that didn't include him. As it turns 
out, Allan Caihamer got a win as Austrtia - no mean feat, and it 
gusranteed him a top three finish as he, Cooley, and Peters got the 
only draws. 

The awards were handed out that night. First surprise - 
desipte 17 people correctly guessing that Perelandra would finish 
at the top of the Runestone Poll, I won the contest (and the 
magnetic Dip set). Next came the hobby awards: the Don Miller 
Memorial Award for hobby service went to John Boardman for 600 
issues of Graustark (or was it to make up for Operation Desert 
Storm?), the John Koenig award for Dip playing went to Gary 
Behnen, the Melinda Holley award for quantity participation went 
to Kathy Caruso, and the Rod Walker award for literary 
achievement went to Garrett Schenck for the Zine Register. (I 
think it's the first time the Walker award went to someone for 
writing something other than an article.) 



I copped my second award of the night - a set of the 
Diplomacy World Anthology from Larry Peery for finishing in last 
place. (Eight players had no points, but my early eliminations gave 
me the "advantage" ) At least I won't be defending that title, as I'm 
running the next DIPCON. 

Rex Martin talked about the new "deluxe Diplomacy set" to 
be released next February. The game will be packaged in a larger 
box (New World or new D-Day size), as the retailers don't 
particularly like the "bookcase" size, and will include new wooden 
pieces (that look like the "traditional" ones, but this time you can 
tell France from Italy; however, in direct light, the glare makes it 
hard to tell France from England). Also, there will be plastic 
stickers that can (but don't have to) be put on the units; flags for 
the armies and pennants for the fleets. The rules will be 
expanded - not with more rules, but with a "mini Gamer's Guide". 
(A new "complete" Gamer's Guide will either be included or sold 
separately.)
